THE CHAMPION OF IRELAND. 

[From the Irishman, of March 3. 
On Sunday last, the remains of this cele- 
brated character were borne, with all due 
pomp and solemnity, from his family 
residence in Greek-street, to the.Jast asylu:a, 
where his ancestors lie quietly immured, 
reckless of the fame .which a scion of their 
house was destined to reap in the puglistic 
ring. An immense number of people, some 
in carriages and some on horseback, moving 
in slow and measured pace, formed part of 
the procession, There was a strong mus- 
ter of the fancy. The gloves were carried 
on a cushion in front of the hearse, {rom 
which the horses had beer unyoked by the 
crowd, and multitudes contendcd for the 
honour Of assisting in drawing it. 
The procession-t..k its route through 
the leading streets of the city ; and the 
number, as it passed, scemed to. increase, 
until the body of the champion was lodged 
in its last resting place in Bully’s Acre. 
It is for the future historian to do justice 
to the prowess of Sir Daniel Donnelly. 
Not the least remarkable feature in his e- 
ventful history is, that he was the last 
person who received that honour before 
him~-although last he did not deserve to be 
held as east among the knights of our day. 
_ Several poetic effusions have been sent 
ig on this occasion, which our limits do 
not permit us to ingert, with the exccption 
of the following elegiac lines, the high po- 
etical merit of which,-induces us to place 
them asa finish: to this account of the 
champion’s obsequies :
